An admoniiton by Thomas Jefferson 
to "preach a crusade against ignor- 
ance" is invoksd by Commissioner Tl- 
gort of the Bureau of Bdnoatlon In a 
mosaace to the Amerioaa people at the 
begi-ialat of Aaarleaa BdveaUon 
Week. 

With flva mittlon Ulltente adults 
and six million chtldran not In school, 
the Commissioner said, the nation has 

even more need than in the days oi 
the sage ot Monttcello to set Its fac" 
towttrd a policy to enable all the peo- 
ple to "grow in power and knowledge, 
in human understanding and tolerance, 
as the primary condition of national 
proRrcBs." 

Kducatlon Week, set aside by I'rcL-l- 
dent Harding In a recent proclamation 
as a time for "inspirational" rcflc - 
tlon on the education need of grc.it aiui 
small communities, was described ly 
Mr. Tigcrt as an occasion on which the 
plain facte about Illiteracy and educa- 
tional naglsct should be told tar and 
wide. 

"One hundred and thiry years ago," 
said the meesage, "Thomaa Jefferson 
wrote: 'preaoh a erusade agalnat ig- 
aoraace; aetabllsh aad taaprova the 
law for educating the oommoa people." 

"American education week Is the 
time for Ulling the faoU about Amer- 
ican education. And some of the fnnd- 
amenui facts that need to be empha- 
sized are first, that 'all the people' are 
not being educated. On the contrary, 
over six million children between the 
aces of five and eighteen, one-fourth 
uf all in the country nro not In any 
SI liool. Secondly, about five million 
adiilts, or one-sixth of tho total popu- 
lation are, according to tho conBus Il- 
literate, while the draft Indicates that 
tlii.s figure should bo even larger. 
Thirdly, public schools are being 
cloned for the lack ot teachers and 
lat k of funds for carrying them on. 

" 'l..et our countrymen know," said 
Jefferson, 'that the ta» which will be 
paid for thia pnrpoea (education) ia 
not more than a thousandth part of 
what will be paid it we leave tha peo- 
ple in Ignoranee.' 

"What ia needed ia funds and yat 
more funds for the education ot all the 
people. If we believe In education ws 
must be willing to support It"

Lexinston, Ky. — Stomaoh worms, 
present In almost ayerjr flook ot sheep 
In Kebtnokr, annually oaose a heavy 
loss to farmers and breetfars of the 

state, aooordinc to L. J. Horlaoher, In 
charge of sheep work at the Cologe ot 
Agriculture. Farmers can take a big 
step St this time of the year to wipe 
out this trouble by treating; tbeir preg- 
nant owes with copper sulphate. If 
ewos are free of worms before the 
lambing season comes the chances of 
tho lambs getting worms are eonsld^ 
ornMy lessened. 

\ snliition iiiado ot .■oppet sulphate, 
eoaiiiionly known as bluestone, la the 
best one to use In treating the ewea. 
Tho flolulion is made by diBsolvIng 
one-fourth of a pound of powdered 
copper sulphate in a part of boiling 
water and then diluting this to three 
gallons. This amount is enough to 
■lose 100 ewes. 

In treating ewes, they ahould be kept 
off feed the night before and then 
drenched the following morning after 
which they should l>c liept up for from 
fix to eight hours longer. The do^o for 
each ewe Is about three and a halt 
ounces or seven tablespoonsfViI. In 
case the eves are in a badly rundown 
condition, they Should be given a 
dench ofepsom salts about 24 hours 
after the copper sulphate treatment 
One-fOnrth of a pound of the salts dis- 
solved In water is enought tor each 
ewe.
